Mr. Jacobs said EMRC's bid 
asked the commission to 
continue the service by 
subsidizing $675,000 yearly. 
Another company, Rural Metro, 
out of Orlando, bid $250,000 


and Palm Beach Medics, Inc. , 


bid 310,00: 

Mr. Jacobs said he fears 
AMR's low bid is because they 
would: only keep two trucks 
manned per shift, a number he 
Says is unacceptable. 


“Having done this for a long 
time, I know that this area 
needs four trucks during the 
day and three during the 
evening,” said Mr. Jacobs: 

“Everglades EMS has an 
excellent reputation for their 
quick response times ‘to 
emergency calls,” he said. “We 
are currently in the top five, out 
of 16, ambulance/rescue services 
in responding to emergency 
calls in a timely manner” Mr. 
Jacobs said Everglades also 
maintains a percentage rate 
lower than the nationally 
acceptable rate of 10% delayed 
calls. 

“Given the sparse region that 
Everglades EMS covers, this is 
an impressive accomplishment,” 
he.said. d

munch on during morning or 
afternoon breaks. 

Florida schools are notorious- 
ly crowded, and in-many areas 
this has lead to scheduling 
problems. Some students are 
forced to eat lunch» before 11 
a.m. Others must wait until 
after 1 pm. for their "noon" 
meal. 


Allowing those who eat late 
in the day to eat a morning 
«snack and those who eat early 
to consume an afternoon snack 
just makes sense, It's hard for 
kids to concentrate, much less 
learn, when they are hungry. 

The question.facing some 
parents is: Just what kind of 
snack should they send? 

The word "healthy" can be 
found on% wide number of 
snack products that would 
probably make a nutritionist 
cringe. 

First, forget chips, cookies 
and candy. They don't qualify 
as healthy snacks. 

Think instead of things like 
fruit, yogurt and carrot sticks. 

Since snack time is limited, 


make sure the snácks you send 
to school are easy to consume 
quickly. 

Fruit is a great choice. Many 
types of fruit contain vitamin 
C; which kids often need more 
of. If a child's vitamin C supply 
runs low, he or she may have 
trouble concentrating. 

Bananas -contain potassium, 
another important nutrient 
How you prepare the fruit for 
easy consumption at snacktime 
depends on the type of fruit and 
on the child. For example, if 
your child doesn't like to eat 
apple peels, don't send'a whole, 
unpeeled apple. There won't be 
any way to peel it at snack 
time. However, you can peel 
eat, slice it and wrap it in plas- 


tic wrap. If you don't want it to 
brown, squeeze a little lemon 
juice over the apple slices. 
Oranges may also take too long 
to peel at snacktime. Peel them 
in advance and send the peeled 
orange sections. Raisins are a 
good choice, easy to package, 
easy to eat, and they won't 
spoil. Raisins are also high in 


iron and most kids could usc 


the extra iron. 

If your child tends to "droop" 
if mealtimes are too far apart; 
the kid might need somé pro- 
tein. Cheese and crackers 
makes a good snack choice, 
high in protein. Peanut butter 
is another good protein source, 
if the child is not allergic to 
peanuts. 
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Healthy snacks can help students succeed in school : 
E 


Some kids like crunchy veg- 
etables. Carrot sticks, celery 
sticks, raw broccoli and raw 
cauliflower pieces can revital- 
ize a sagging scholar. 

Granola bars are easy to 
carry and can be a good snack. 
But read the labels. Some con- 
tain as much sugar as candy 
bars. 


the market that make it easy to 
package and transport healthy 
snacks. Insulated lunch bags 
are a good idea if the snacks 
require refrigeration. A frozen 
bottle of water will help keep 
everything cool, and provide a 
cool drink. Make sure you take 
the lid off before you put. the 
bottle of water in the freezer at 


There are many products on 


night. 

Otherwise, it may burst the 
bottle since.water expandsasit , 
freezes. If you send something  * 
like yogurt- or. applesauce, 
make sure you also include "a 
spoon. A few paper napkins 
couldn't hurt. Kids always 
seem to need them. 

If your child is overweight, 
underweight or has any health 
problems, check with 'your 
child's peditrician for snack 
suggestions. 

One thing to remember: No 
matter what kind of snácks you 
send, no matter what the kids 
eat for lunch, they're still likely 
to be "starving" when they get 
home from school every day. 
Plan accordinging.

As some of you may know or may have heard, 
Everglades Regional Medical Service is up for 
bids to be'sold. A couple of weeks ago the final 
bids were made on the service and now have to 
be voted on by the county board. Among those 
bids was one'of our very own paramedics who is 

* trying to purchase the service in hopes of keep- 
sing Everglades EMS running, providing the 


»"eGlades area with ALS (Advanced Life Support) 


» units. Along with this bid were three other bids. 
‘American Medical Response, (also known as 
AMR) received the bid saying théy needed zero 
dollars from the county to keep them running. It 
has since passed the purchasing department as 
a "go" with this company for the simple reason 
that they need no subsidy from the county. This 
could pose a problem for us ôut here in the 

*Glades and this is where I have some concerns. 

Iam a college student pursuing a career in the 
medical field and am presently working in the 
medical field also. Within the past year I have 
learned a great deal about the emergency med- 
ical system, the care involved in it and its impar- 
tance. From the time that 9-1-1 is called and the 
needed units are dispatched to the scene i$ when 
emergency care starts.to take place and it con- 
tinues until the patient has arrived safely via 
ambulance to the proper facility or the nearest 
emergency department. Everglades Regional 

— Medical Service is an ALS provider to all calls in 

the Pahokee, Belle Glade and South Bay areas. 

ALS, or Advance Life Support, means there i 

always atleast one EMT and one paramedic on 

a unit. I personally know the employees of this 

service and have gained a great deal of knowl- 

edge from them, for which I am very thankful. 

Many of them have worked out here in the 

Glades for years and know this area, probably 

better than mahy of us who have lived here all 

our lives. They are some of the finest people I 

know - friendly, intelligent and caring. They are 

the first to respond when we call for help 

because we can't help ourselves when either ill 

or injured. . 

The point I am trying to makeis that we have 
some of the finest EMT's and paramedics work- 
ing out here,'a constant 24 hour ALS provider 
(which is needed here) and one of the last com: 
munity-based ambulance services in the State of 
Florida all here at ofr fingertips.

Belle Glade Fire Rescue is planning its first 
"Great Escape" for the City of Belle Glade. 

Each year during the week of October 9, we 
participate with hundreds of fire departments 
throughout the United Statés and Canada in 
Fire Prevention Week. This'year we want to ask 
all members of our great community to assist us 
by joining us on Wednesday, Oct. 6 at 6 p.m. for 
a citywide fire drill - "The Great Escape." 

Fire Prevention Week has been.honored since 
1925 as a reminder of the countless number of 
lives our country has lost due to fires. Everyone 
has heard of "The Great Chicago Fire of 1871" 
where 250 people were killed. But did you know 
that fire claimed 1,182 people in Wisconsin that 
same year? Since the 1900's we have lost more 
than 1,382 lives in only four fires. Each year, fire 
kills 4,000 people and injures tens of thousands 
of others in the United States. Children are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to fire! In fact, children ages 
five and under are twicé as likely to die in a fire. 

Belle Glade Fire-Rescue is determined not to 
allow this catastrophe to happen.in our city. 
Monday October 4, the Belle Glade Fire Rescue 
will hold a fire drill in each elementary school. 
Each student will be taught how to draw an 
evacuation plan of his or her house. They will

South Bay Police Chief Danny Jones 
responds: *First, I would like to thank the 
caller for voicing their concern. It is the policy of 
the South Bay Police Department not to pursue 
a vehicle for a mere traffic violation. However, 
this was not a vehicle pursuit. As the caller indi- 
sated the South Bay Police units were three or 
four miles behind the speeding motorcycle. The 
driver of the motorcycle nearly caused two semi- 
tractor trailers to jack-knife near Terry's 
Restaurant in South Bay. Due to the motorcy- 
cles high rate of speed, the South Bay units 
were never close enough to attempt a traffic stop 
and Hendry County Sheriff's Office as well as 
Clewiston Police. Department were notified of 
the speeding motorcycle. 

Tt is customary that the agency witnessing the 
original violations continues to-the next juris- 


diction in the event the violator is stopped, In 
this case, Hendry County S.O. was unable to 
stop the speeding motorcycle. The Sóuth Bay 
supervisor (in the Taurus) advised them not to 
pursue the motorcycle. 
Since my appointment to the position of Chief of 
Police in 1997, I have tried to increase the pro- 
fessionalism and integrity of South Bay Police 
Department.
